of Henry VI. he determined to hold his 
throne by the valor of bis brave men, 
and not by that of Prince Regent of Eng- 
land.’

Commences with light breezes from 
the east, and cloudy weather—At 1 dis- 
covered a sail two points on the larboard 
bow—hauled up and made sail in chase 
—At 1-4 past one made the sail to be a 
ship; at 3-4 past one, discovered another 
sail ahcad 3 made them out at 2 P. M. to 
be both ships, standing close hauled, 
with their starboard tacks on board; at 
4 P. M. the weathermost ship made sig- 
nals, and bore up for her consort, then 
about ten miles to leeward; we bore up 
after her, and set lower, topmast, topzal- 
lant, and royal studding sails in chase ;

Minutes of the chase ofthe U. £. frigate 
Constitution, bu an English squadron 
of three shite from cut of the harbor of 
Port Praya, Island of St. Jago: 
Commences with fresh breezes and 
thick foggy weather—At 5 minutes past 
12, discovered a large ship through the 
fog standing in fur Port Praya. At8 mi- 
nutes past 12, discovered two other large 
ships astern of her, also standing in tor 
port, From their general appearance, 
supposed them to be one of the enemy’s 
squadron, and from the little respect hi- 
therto paid by them to neutral waters, L 
deemed it most prudent to put to sea— 
The signal was made to the Cyane and 
Levant to wet under weigh. At 12 after 
mocridten, with our topsails set, we cut 
our cable and wot under weigh, (when the 
Portuguese openeda fire on us from se- 
veral oi their batrerics en shore)the prize 
ships followin our motions, and stood 
autol the harbor of Port Praya, close un- 
der East Point, passing the ‘encemy’s 
aguad:on about gun shot to windward of 
them; crossed our topyallant yards and 
set foresail, mainsail, spanker, flying jib 
and opyallant sails. The enemy secing 
us under weigh, tacked ship and made 
ali saitin chase ofs. As faras we could 
judge of their rates, from the thickness 
of the weather, supposed them two ships 
of the line and one frigate. At half past 
meridian cut away the boats towing a- 
stern, first cutter and gig. At 1 P. M. 
found our sailing: about equal with the 
ships on our lee quarter, but the frigate 
lufing up gaining our wake and rather 
dropping: astern of us, finding the Cyane 
dropping astern and to leeward; ard the 
frigate gaining on her fast, I found it im- 
possible to save her if she continued on 
the same course, without having the Con-

force. J made the signal at 10 minutes 
past 1 P. M. to her to tack ship, which 
wes complied with.—This manœuvre, I 
conceived, would detach one of the ene- 
my’s ships in pursuit of her, while at the 
same time, from her position, she would 
be enabled to reach the anchorage at 
Port Praya, before the detached ship 
could come up with her; but if they did 
not tack after her, it would afford ber an 
opportunity tő double their rear, and 
make her escape before the wind.

The Prasident of the v States antici- 
pated from thej career in an army thus 
constituted, all the glory and the fruits of 
victory; and i¢ has been his happiness to 
soe a just war terminated by an honoura- 
ble peace, after such demonstrations of 
valor, genius, and enterprize, as secure 
for tie land and naval forces of the U. 
States an imperishable renown ; for the 
citizens, the best prospect of an undis- 
turbed enjoyment of their rights; & for 
the government, the respect and confi- 
dence of the world. 

To the American army, which has so 
nobly contributed to these results, the 
President of the United States presents 
this public testimonial of approbation and 
applause, at the moment when many of 
its gallant office:s and men, must, una- 
voidably, be separated from the standard 
oftheir country. Under all governments, 
& especially under all free governments, 
the restoration of peace has uniformly 
produced a reduction of the military es- 
tablishment. The U. States disbanded in 
1800 the troops which had been raised on 
account of the differences with /rance ; 
and the memorable peace of 1783, was 
followed by a discharge of the illustrious 
army of the Revolution. The frequen- 
cy, or the necessity, of the occurrence 
dovs not, however, deprive it of its inter- 
est; and the dispersion of the military 
family, at this juncture, under circum- 
stances peculiarly affecting, cannot fail to 
awaken all the sympathies of the genere 
ous and just. 

The diliculty of accomplishing a sa- 


-tisfactory organization of the military 


peace establishment, bas been anxiously 

-felt. The act of Congress contemplates 
2 small, but an effective force, and, con- 
sequently, the honourable men, whose 
-years, or infirmities, or wounds, render 
them incapable of further service, in ac- 
tive warfare, are necessarily excluded 
from the establishment. The act con- 
templates a reduction of the army from 
many, to a few regiments; and, conse- 
quently, a long list of meritorious oljicers 
must, inevitably, be laid aside. But the 
attempt has been assiduously made to 
collect authentic information from every 
gource, as a foundation for an impartial 
judgment on the various claims to atten- 
tion; and even while a decision is pro- 
nounced, the President of the U. States 
desires it may be distinctly understood, 
that from the designation of the oflicers 
who are retained in service, nothing more 
is to be inferred, than his approbation of 
the cosignated individuals, without de- 
roating, in any degree, from the fame 
and worth of those, whose lot it is to ʻe- 
tire. 

The American army of the war of 1812 
has hitherto successfully emulated the 
patriotism and the valor of the army of 
the war of 1776. The closing scene of 
the example remains alone to be per- 
formed. Having established the inde- 
pendence of their country, the revoluti- 
onary warriors cheerfully returned to the 
walks of civil life; 1nany of them became

DISTURSANCES AT DARTMOOR 
PRISON. 

Friday last a inost serious affray took 
place at Dartmoor prison, where the A- 
micrican prisoners of war were confined. 
It appears that the unfortunate prisoners 
who amount to 5 or 6000, had recently 
become extremely impatient to be set at 
liberty, and ascribed their de‘ention to 
M. ‘Beazley, their countryman, who is a- 
gent for American prisoners of wer in 
London. This person they burnt in ef- 
figy on Friday, & then proceeded to force 
their way out of the confines of the pri- 
soo. Capt. Shortland, resident British 

* agent, went in among them alone and un- 
© armed, to endeavor to pacify them—but 
a pistol was snapped at him, and there- 
fore the soldiers fired among the insur- 
gents, wheh about 12 were killed and 30 
wounded. A musket ball grazed Capt. 
Khordand’s cheek—The prompt inter- 
ference of the military quelled the in- 
Surrection, and tranquility was cestor- 
ed. One hundred additional soldiers 
marched fiom Plymouth to Dartmoor 
in the course of Friday, to reinforce the

Amsterdam, April 6.. 
Letter from Vienna march 27.—The 
# armaments are continued on all sides 
‘with Joubleactivity—The Austrians send 
- 150,000 men to the Rhine and Switzer- 
Band, and a great army to haly to sup- 
port the king of Sardinia, and be. prepar- 
ed to oppose the king of Naples, who has 
assumed a hostile positiun towards ^us- 
trias The Russians seud 4 corps to Ger- 
many, in all 180,000 men and 60,090 hor- 
ees. The whole force of Prussia is part- 
Jy already assembled beyoud the Rhine 
partly on the march, as well as all the 
German allies; the most of these forces 
are to be collected by the Ist of May.— 
It is said the diplomatic uuion of the al- 
lied powers will become a military one, 


‘and take the name of head-quartets of 


the Allies. 
Paris, April 7. 

An article in the moniteur dated Ly- 
ons, the 4th of April, states, that about 
500 marscillais, with two reyiments ol 
the line, the 85th and 83d, having advan- 
ced on the side of Grenoble, they were 
met by Gen. Chabert, and put to flight 

_and the two regiments with their officers 
joined the troops of the Empcror. 

It adds that at the same time another 
column of equal force with the 10th re- 
giment infantry under the command of 
the Duke d’Engouleme, advanced upon 
montelimart—lt was met by gen. Debelle, 
with six hundred national guards, a battle 
ensued, and the rebels were defeated 
withy the loss of thirty killed and wound- 
ed, & the 10th Regiment joined the Em- 
peror’s troops, 

Brussels, April 5. 

The Prussian troops which have cross- 
ed over from the right bank of the Rhine, 
to repair along the maese to the French 
frontiers have taken up their position in 
the environs of manho, 8 leagues from 
Namur, where the head quarters are at 
present. This is avery fine corps, has 
a numerous artillery, and very excellent 
“eavalry—it will be encreased by the Sax- 
ons under Gen. Thielman, by the Ger- 
man legion, by four regts. of cavalry and 
some infantry, by which it will amount 
to about fifty thousand men.——T his 
corps will make the left wing of thé 
grand army under the immediate com- 
mand of the Duke of «: ellington, and be 
taken into English pay. Generals Kliest 
and Bulow are here to concert with the 
Duke. 

The household troops of the King of 
France which followed him to Belgium 
‘§ncrease daily. Some emissarics of Bo- 
naparte have becn discovered among the 
faithful servants of the King—some have 
been arrested and escorted to the fron- 
tiers. Within these two days two gene- 
rals, several colonels, and fifty or sixty 
Officers have joined Louis XVIII, at 
Ghent. Louis has sent dispatches to 
Vienna, and as we learn has received 
very satisfactory accounts from his mi- 
nisters there. 

(The Courier of the 7th observes, that 
gn the House of Lords the preceding 
day, Lords Grenville and Grey app. ov- 
ed ofthe message generally——In the 
House of Commons mr.

Lore melville replied, that the detenti- 
on had occurred only in one or two in- 
stances—and certainly they had not been 
authorised by the government. 

London, April 9. 

A Brussels paper of the 6th contains 
an article from Geneva which affords a 
most satisfactory confirmation of the in- 
surrection in the south of France. mont- 
pelier, Wismes, sarscilles and Avignon 
had united against the usurper. The 
royalists had formed a camp near the 
Durance, and their corps had disarmed 
some regiments of the line, and shut up 
others. We have given copious extracts 
from these papers, which contain nume- 
rous notices of the assemblage & march 
of the troops of the Allied Powers to- 
wards Belgium, the Rhine, Switzerland, 
&e. Itis expected that the French mi- 
litary will not Jong refrain from some 
aggression. One of their 1¢connoisan- 
ces was recently pushed on the side of 
Furnes, and did not retire until a flag of 
truce had been dispatched to the cum- 
mandant. 

Another set of Brussels and Fraukfort 
papers have just arrived, The military 
preparations procecded on tne. side of 
Belgium with activity. ‘Fhe centihels 
on both sides are within sight of cach o- 
ther, and the patroles of cavalry approach 
within a short distance. Luxcuburgh 
and other fortresses have been declared 
in a state of siege—The French garrison 
of Landau have already been guilty of 
some excesses—It is not possible for hos- 
tilities to be song protracted. The head 
quarters of the allied army in Belgium 
was to be removed to Sens. 

Brussels, April 1. 

The French troops in the departments 
of the North and the Pas de Calais, have 
received considerable reinforcements in 
the course of the present week. In 
Lisle, Douay and Valenciennes, some re- 
giments are arrived. Orchics, an open 
town three leagues from Tournay, is oc- 
cupied by a regitnent of cavalry. The 
Freoe « have placed along the frontiers a 
chain of posts. On our side the same 
is done, so that the sentinels stand in sight 
of each other, and the patroles of caval- 
ry approach within a very short distance; 
tur ihe rest all is quiet; our forces in- 
crease hourly. The Prussian troops bc- 
tween Luxemburgh and the Maese are 
already estimated at 60,000 men, and 
their numbers increase daily by the nu- 
merous reinforcements which arc on their 
march. 

The fine weather highly favors the ar- 
rival of transports and the landing of Bri- 
tish troops at Ostend. The number of 
iroops expected from England amount to 
30,000, including 10 regiment of caval- 
ry; besides we expect two more repi- 
ments of Hanoverian hussars, 10 battali 
ons of infant y and a corps of artillery. 
The Dutchare in full march to the fon- 
tiers—Since the 30th of march ull 10 this 
morning 22 couriers have arrived from 
London to Vienna, and from Vienna, Ge- 
noa, Palermo & Naples to London. Gen. 
Bulow who is here has sent one of his 
aids du camp with most important dis- 
patches to Gov’r Gen’l Sacken at Aix la 
Chapelle.

LATEST FROM FRANCE. 

Last evening arrived the b ir monkey, 
in 42 days from pordcaux. A gentle- 
man passenger in hersinforms us that he 
left the town on the 8th April and the 
Cordovan on the 12th. The tricolored 
flag was hoisted at nordeaux on Saturday 
evening the Ist April. Consternation 
and distress were strongly marked on the 
countenances of the better orders ef so- 
ciety, the merchant, the manufacturer, 
the mechanic, and every member of the 
community, who were willing to owe 
their subsistence to their own industry, 
appeared strongly to deprecate the 
change of government. Individual cfe- 
dit was for afew days at a stand so much 
that the most wealthy and respectable 
merchants were unable to meet their en- 
gagements, all seeming to anticipate a 
rencwal of those scenes of misery and 
oppression from which they had been so 
lately released. The city was surren+ 
dered to abat t 200 of Gen’! Clausel’s ad- 
vanced guard, little resistance was made 
or rather the shew of it only, for oppositi- 
on would have been unavailing where 
treachery provided the very core of the 
military. No disturbance or confusion 
took place on the day of surrender but e- 
very thing was conducted with the ut- 
most tranquility, the inhabitants looked 
on with that kind of torpid indifference 
resulting from a long experience of hope- 
less misery. On thé second the ouly, 
vessels in port who displayed the colors 
in honor of the event were the Americans 
(with the exception of the brig Monkey) 
Their exultation at the event was hardly 
consistent with the principles of Repub- 
lican Americans,nor had they been treat- 
ed with so much respect and justice by 
the tyrant when in power, that in.the ex- 
uberance of their gratitude they should 
lose sight of decorum or respect to the 
feelings of the public. It is however a 
most mortifying truth that (if their own 
words are to be taken for it) Bonaparte 
had no warmer partizans in the wide cx- 
tent of his usurped dominions than most 
of the Americans then in Bordeaux.

off—All the houses were in flames, the 
place full of Indians, butchering all the 
inhabitants, whose shrieks could be dis- 
tinctly heard amidstthe horrid yells of the 
savages. 

The village of Cote sans Dessien con- 
tained about 200 souls. 

We have had boats, men and officers 
to station at proper positions on the mis- 
souri and mississippi, but nothing has yet 
been done.
